As it passed the hou se, the tax 
b ill was estim ated to retu rn 
$258,000,000, and carried a five 
cent a pou nd levy on coconu t 
oil. The senate b ob sted levies on 
incomes, estates and corpora­ 
tions, to make the total $480,- 
000,000 b u t redu ced the oil tax to 
three cents a pou nd.

Prem ier Dou mergu e, who de­ 
creed 10 per cent salary cu ts for 
pu b lic service employes and fol­ 
lowed with an order for redu c­ 
tions in veterans’ pensions, re ­ 
m ained u nmoved b y the tu rb u ­ 
lence.
